To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1949. 
During  the  whole  of  this  year,  my  predecessor,  Dr.  O.  H.  Siung, 
held  office,  and  therefore,  1  propose  to  do  no  more  than  comment 
briefly  on  oertain  details  of  the  vital  statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  fell  slightly  from  21.98  per  thousand  in  1948 
to  20.74  in  1949,  but  remained  higher  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales  generally  (16.7). 

The  Death  Rate  remained  almost  stationary  at  11.55  per 
thousand,  and  is  nearly  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(11.7). 

Only  one  maternal  death  was  recorded. 

The  progressive  fail  in  Infantile  Mortality  continued,  from 
54.6  per  thousand  live  births  in  1948  to  44.4  in  1949.  The  1949 
figure,  however,  remains  considerably  above  that  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole  (32  per  thousand  live  births). 

The  death  rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  rose  slightly 
from  0.49  per  thousand  population  in  1948  to  0.59  in  1949. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  Although  this  is 
proof  of  the  efficiency  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  campaign, 
there  must  be  no  slackening  of  our  efforts  to  have  as  manv 
children  as  possible  immunised.

Social  Conditions. — The  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  with 
an  area  of  3,543-933  acres  and  a  river  frontage  of  2.1  miles  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  River  Tyne,  is  situated  between  the  City  and 
County  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  on  the  east  in  both  of  which  directions  it 
is  already  built  up  so  that  all  future  housing  or  industrial  develop¬ 
ments  can  only  be  established  northwards. 

The  area  is  almost  entirely  an  industrial  one,  the  chief 
industries  being  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  marine  and  general 
engineering,  rope  making,  as  well  as  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes  and  provide  canteen 
and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees  besides  which  the 
local  Colliery  Welfare  Scheme  has  established  pit-head  baths.

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BIRTHS. 

Births, — During  1949  there  were  1,013  live  births  and  a  birth 
rate  of  20.74  per  1,000  population  compared  with  1,061  births  and 
a  rate  of  21.98  for  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  total  births  514 
were  males  and  499  females.  These  figures  regarding  births 
are  the  Registrar  Oeneral’s  corrected  number  for  “  Inward  ”  and 
“  Outward  ”  transfer  births. 

There  were  33  illegitimate  births  (18  male  and  15  female),  or 
3.25  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births. 

The  annual  birth  rates  for  the  Borough  since  1913  are  shown 
in  Table  I  of  the  Appendix.  The  number  of  births  reported  to 
the  Health  Department  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  is 
shown  in  Table  VI  of  the  appendix.

Deaths. — During  1949,  564  deaths  of  Wallsend  residents 
occurred,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  11.55  per 
1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  11.  1  in  1948 
and  11.7  in  1947.  Included  in  the  number  of  deaths  are  those  of 
147  residents  of  the  Borough  who  died  elsewhere,  but  31  residents 
of  other  areas  who  died  in  Wallsend  are  excluded.

The  Registrar  General’s  return  records  45  deaths  among 
infants  under  one  year,  during  1949,  which,  with  1,013  births 
shews  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  44.4  per  1,000  births 
compared  with  54.6  in  1948. 

Of  the  45  deaths,  26  occurred  among  males  and  19  among 
females,  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  50.6  and  38.0  per  1,000  male 
and  female  births  respectively. 

There  were  5  deaths  of  illegitimate  children. 

Neo-natal  deaths -or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life  numbered  28,  or  a  neo-natal  infant  death  rate  of  27.6  per  1,000 
births.  Further,  of  the  28  infants  who  died  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  16  died  in  the  first  week.

rate  still  remains  in  excess  of  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole.

The  area  is  served  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  who  maintain  a  plentiful  and  wholesome  supply 
throughout  the  year. 

The  service  is  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

To  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard,  regular 
chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  are  made,  and  sources  of 
impurities  dealt  with. 

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint, 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial  uses, etc. 

A  proportion  of  the  older  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have 
the  service  pipes  only  laid  into  the  yard. 

When  the  shortage  of  houses  becomes  less  urgent  these  houses 
will  be  dealt  with  either  in  Slum  Clearance  Schemes  or  the  owners 
will  be  requested  to  carry  out  works  of  re- construction.

On  the  22nd  November,  1949,  the  Sanitary  Committee 
discussed  reports  received  in  connection  with  the  very  objection¬ 
able  smell  emanating  from  the  Gut  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  reported  upon  his  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  inspections 
at  both  low  and  high  w^ater. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Committee  and 
confirmed  by  the  Towm  Council  at  the  meeting  held  on  the  6th 
December,  1949. 

“  Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  polluted 
state  of  the  River  Tyne  through  the  entry  of  untreated  sewage, 
wdiich  is  ever  increasing,  is  the  direct  cause  of  the  nuisance  which 
exists  at  the  Gut,  Local  Authorities  abutting  on  the  tidal  peaches 
of  the  River  and  representatives  of  the  Tyne  Improvement 
Commission  and  other  interested  bodies,  be  invited  to  attend  the 
Conference  to  be  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Wallsend,  to  discuss 
w'ays  and  means  to  alleviate  the  present  state  of  affairs.” 

Arrangements  were  made  for  a  Conference  to  be  held  early 
in  1950.

NATIONAL  SMOKE  ABATEMENT  SOCIETAL 

A  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Newcastle 
on  the  8th  Februar}?-,  1949.  The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to 
consider  the  question  of  forming  a  North  East  Regional  Council 
of  the  Society.  A  large  number  of  delegates  attended  the  meeting 
and  Wallsend  was  represented  by  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Town  Council  agreed  to  become  a  member  of  the  Society 
on  the  1st  March,  1949. 

A  further  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in  Newcastle  on 
the  28th  April,  1949,  and  an  Executive  Committee  was  formed.

Coun.  Lowdon  was  appointed  as  a  representative  for  North¬ 
umberland.  The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  your  Committee 
together  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector 
attended  the  Meeting. 

The  North  East  Divisional  Council  of  the  Society  held  a 
meeting  at  Shire  Hall,  Durham,  on  the  3rd  December,  1949. 

An  address  was  given  by  Arthur  Blenkinsop,  Esq.,  M.P., 
Parliamentary  Secretary,  Ministry  of  Heaith.  A  report  was 
given  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  to  Sources  and  Incidence 
of  Smoke  Pollution  in  the  North  East  Area. 

A  paper  on  Spoil  Banks,”  w^as  given  by  G.  G.  W.  Tate,  Esq., 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Ashington  U.D.C. 

The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman,  together  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  attended  the  meeting. 
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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is  largely 
attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions  for  male, 
female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  water  is  heated  and  maintained 
at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous  aeration 
filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  com¬ 
plete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The  bath 
water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Ro3des  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  million  of  the 
w^ater  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 


SCHOOLS. 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re -admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays,  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected, 
as  well  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars. 


DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.

ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  Etc.)  REGULATIONS, 

1947  AND  1948. 

Four  premises  are  registered  in  the  Borough  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  Ice  Cream. 

The  premises  w^ere  provided  with  new  equipment  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  above  Regulations. 

On  the  19th  July,  1949,  the  Sanitary  Committee  considered 
a  letter  dated  15th  July,  1949,  from  Mr.  C.  L.  Arlidge,  Chief 
Inspector,  Weights  and  Measures  Department,  Northumberland 
County  Council,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  Report  upon  Ice  Cream, 
which  had  recently  been  submitted  to  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  of  the  Northumberland  County  Council,  containing 
a  resolution  instructing  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  to  forward 
a  copy  of  this  report  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  asking  the 
Ministry  to  take  immediate  steps  to  fix  a  standard  for  the  fat 
content  of  Ice  Cream. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  recommended  that  the  Ministry  of 
Health  be  written  to  hereon  calling  attention  to  the  previous 
resolution  passed  at  a  Conference  held  at  Wallsend  on  the  21st 
November,  1947,  and  also  that  the  local  Authorities  who  attended 
that  Conference  be  requested  to  support  the  Northumberland 
County  Council’s  resolution  and  to  press  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  the  fixing  of  a  standard  for  the  fat  content  of  Ice  Cream  and 
for  the  introduction  of  legislation  embodying  the  amendments 
referred  to  in  the  Conference  resolution. 
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A  letter  dated  lOth  August,  1949,  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  stating  that  the  Council’s  representations 
had  been  noted  for  consideration. 

A  letter  dated  the  17th  October,  1949,  was  received  from 
the  Ministry  of  Food  stating  that  the  Council’s  observations 
regarding  the  fixing  of  a  fat  standard  for  Ice  Cream  had  been 
noted  but  as  the  Ministry  was  at  present  awaiting  a  report  on 
this  subject  from  the  Food  Standards  Committee  anj^  consideration 
of  a  Standard  Order  must  be  deferred  until  receipt  of  a  report.

FOOD  POISONING. 

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. 

A  report  on  each  specific  outbreak  is  as  follows  : — 

1.  On  the  30th  May,  1949,  Dr.  Dawson,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Tynemouth,  reported  that  a  boy  aged  10  years,  residing 
in  Wallsend,  had  been  removed  on  the  25th  May,  1949,  to  Preston 
Hospital,  North  Shields,  suffering  from  acute  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting. 

A  specimen  of  the  faeces  had  been  submitted  to  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  salmonella  aertiyck  was  isolated.  Investi¬ 
gations  were  made  at  the  home  of  the  patient  and  it  was  ascertained 
that  he  had  visited  a  local  cinema  on  the  21st  May,  1949,  when 
he  had  purchased  a  block  of  Ice  Cream.  On  the  22nd  May,  1949, 
at  9  p.m.  he  had  supper  at  a  house  in  an  adjoining  area  and  the 
meal  consisted  of  corned  beef  pasties. 

At  about  12  p.m.  the  same  day,  the  patient  complained  of 
acute  lower  abdominal  pain,  persistent  vomiting  and  diarrhoea 

Samples  of  the  Ice  Cream  from  the  local  Cinema  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  bacteriological  examination  with  a  negative  result. 
Investigations  were  also  made  by  neighbouring  authorities 
regarding  meals  taken  by  other  members  of  the  family  where  the 
patient  had  visited,  but  no  other  illness  had  occurred. 

2.  On  the  25th  June,  1949,  a  man  and  his  wife  visited 
Wallsend  from  Preston,  Lancashire,  and  brought  their  meat 
rations,  which  consisted  of  a  joint  of  Mutton. 

The  meat  was  cooked  on  the  26th  June,  1949,  and  a  portion 
eaten  on  that  day  caused  no  illness  but  on  the  following  day 
members  of  the  household  became  seriously  ill. 

The  ages  and  sex  of  the  patients  wwe  as  follows  : —

The  patients  suffered  from  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  at  5  to 
10  minute  intervals  for  approximately  6  hours,  and  also  suffered 
from  Cramp,  and  Dehydration.  Two  of  the  patients  were  so  ill 
that  they  were  removed  to  Hospital  b’l''-  ^hey  recmmred  after 
three  days.  The  remaining  two  memlers  of  the  hourelioid,  who 
were  also  affected,  recovered  after  24  hours.  Numerous 

Staphylococcus  aureus  were  isolated  from  specimens  of  the 
vomitus  and  faeces  from  two  of  tht  patients,  and  th'  'Wganism.- 
were  also  found  in  the  cooked  mutton. 
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3.  At  a  Wedding  Reception  held  at  a  local  Hall  on  the  27th 
August,  1949,  14  persons  were  affected  with  food  poisoning  out 
of  a  total  of  120  guests.

All  the  persons  affected  had  partaken  of  Boiled  Beef,  which 
had  been  purchased  on  the  25th  August,  1949.  The  meat  was 
stored  in  a  gas  oven  to  protect  it  from  flies  until  the  27th  August, 
1949,  when  it  was  taken  to  the  Hall,  sliced  and  put  on  plates 
with  salad.  The  meal  was  taken  at  3.30  p.m..  and  the  average 
interval  ingestion  to  onset  was  4  hours.  The  chief  symptoms 
were  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  with  severe  headaches.  8  cases 
recovered  within  24  hours.  4  cases  were  confined  to  bed  for 
48  hours  and  recovered  within  4  davs. 

8  specimens  of  faeces  and  one  specimen  of  vomitus  were 
examined  and  in  each  case  no  pathogens  were  isolated.  Samples 
of  all  the  foodstuffs  examined  also  gave  a  negative  result. 

4.  On  the  26th  September,  1949,  a  man,  aged  20  years, 
residing  in  Wallsend,  was  discharged  from  Walkergate  Hospital. 
He  had  been  in  Hospital  since  24th  August,  1949,  suffering  from 
Salmonella  (Newport)  Rood  Poisoning. 

Faeces  taken  on  the  30th  September,  1949,  from  the  patient 
gave  negative  results. 

Investigations  were  made  at  his  home  but  we  were  unable 
to  ascertain  the  cause  of  his  illness.

Posters  supplied  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
have  again  been  displayed  each  month  on  the  poster  frames 
previously  used  by  the  Empire  Marketing  Board. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47. 

On  the  19th  July,  1949,  a  certificate  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  submitted  to  the  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Committee 
in  respect  of  a  man  aged  64  years  who  was  suffering  from  Gangrene 
of  the  left  foot  and  living  in  an  insanitary  condition,  and  unable 
to  devote  to  himself  and  was  not  receiving  from  other  persons^ 
proper  care  and  attention,  and  it  was  recommended  that  applica¬ 
tion  be  made  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order 
under  Sub-Section  (3)  of  Section  47  of  the  above  Act. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Town  Council  at  their  meeting  held  on  the  2nd 
August,  1949.  On  the  16th  August,  1949,  an  application  was 
made  to  the  Wallsend  Police  Court  for  an  Order  for  the  removal 
of  the  man  to  Thomas  Taylor  Homes,  Stannington,  for  a  period 
of  3  months.  The  man  did  not  appear  at  the  Police  Court  and 
he  w’as  removed  to  the  Institution  on  the  same  date. 

After  a  medical  examination  at  the  above  Homes  it  was 
discovered  that  the  man  was  suffering  from  gangrenous  ulceration 
of  the  legs  and  necrosis  of  the  skull,  probably  due  to  tertiary 
syphilis,  and  on  the  1 7th  August,  1949,  the  man  agreed  to  be 
removed  to  the  General  Hospital,  Newcastle. 

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

Burn  Closes. 

A  new  sanitary  convenience  is  in  course  of  erection  at  the 
Burn  Closes.  Provision  has  been  made  for  Males  and  Females. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  materials  and  the  need  for  new 
houses,  the  whole  of  our  scheme  for  new  sanitary  conveniences  in 
the  Borough  has  had  to  be  curtailed.
